ANNUAL MEETING. 
Repert of the Agricultural Se- 
ciety’s Annual Meeting Held 
Wednesday Last. 


The twelfth annual meeting of the 
Moose Jaw Agricultural Sodiety was 
held in the town hall on Wednesday 
afternoon, and was largely attended by 
the members and those iaterested in 
the welfare of the district. 

Mr. Ross was present and delivered 
avery practical address, setting forth 
the benefits that may be derived from 
the Society. At the close of the meet- 
ing a unanimous vote of thanks was 
tendered him. 

The minutes of last annual meeting 
were read and adopted, and Secretary 
©. B. Fysh read his report, which show- 
ed the society to be in good standing. 

The directors report was next pre- 
sented. They regreted very much 
that a number of the best farmers of 
the district had lost their crops through 
hail, but the society had been enabled, 
with the assistance of ite frienle, to 
eupply them with six or sevea bundred 
dollars worth of seed, but this will in 
no way compensate them for the loss 
they have sustained. It would be well 
if some steps were taken to organize a 
system of hail insurance. In their 
opiaion safety lay in the more general 
adoption of mixed farming. What has 
been in the past may be expected 
again, wet and dry seasons, and good 
and bad crops ; but they should aim to 
have so::ething to sell, regardless of 
the season. They were pleased to 
notice the determined offorts put forth 
on the part of the settlers last summer 
against their common foe—noxious 
weeds ;—but nevertheless the outlook 
for the ensuing season was more 
serious than ever. The best worked 
farn: could not be kept clean if the 
farm adjoining it was allowed to be a 
hot bed for all kinds of weeds. Some 
mensures should be devised to assist 
the farmers out of this growing diffi- 
culty. Some of the directors were not 
io favor of holding a fair last year, 
but after considerable discussion it 
was decided to go on with one as in 
former years, but it only went to prove 
that it is not the factor it should be in 
assisting agriculture. They recom. 
mended a change in the date or its 
discontinuance altogether. They tried 
to get up an excursion to the Experi- 
mental Farm last summer, but the C. 
P. R. wanted a guarantee of $200 00, 
and as no one would go security for the 
amount the project fell through. They 
believed the Government -should ar 
range for cheap rates in order to 
enable the farmers to visit the farin at 
least once a year. They believed the 
Society to be a necessity and that it 
should have the hearty support of 
every farmer and citizen, tor ite use 
fulness largely depends upon its having 
a good list of wide-awake, paid-up 
members. As a new grader had been 
sent them they thought it urgent to 
have some organization in order to get 
the best results from it. They believed 
in statute labor districts. It had been 
suggested that they co-operate with the 
different districts between here and 
Regina, with a view to having good 
graded road between the two towns. 

The report was taken ap clause by 
clause and adopted as read with, the 
exception of the recommendation that 
the Government secure cheap excursion 
rates. The word “Government” was 
struck out, and “C P.R.” substituted 
in liea thereof. 

The treasurer's statement showed a 
balance on hand from last year of 
$72.59 «nd Dominion Government 
grant #14350, making a total of 
$216.09. The expenditures amounted 
to $123 30, leaving « balance on hand 
of $32.79. The following are the offi- 
cern elected for 1897 :— President, J. 
W. Smith ; lst Vice President, T. E. 
McWilliams ; 2nd Vice President, J. 
E. Battell. Auditor, H. McDougall : 
Secretary, Benj. Fletcher; Directors,

Jaw; E. N. Hopkins, Boharm ; Jas

THE FIRE BRIGADE. | 
The Council Recommended to 
Mave One Organized 
Immediately. 

The attendance at the meeting called 
by the Mayor for Friday evening, 12th 
inst. for the purpose of organizing a 
fire brigade, was very slim, there being 
only 10 ratepayers and one Councillor 
present when the meeting was culled 
to order at 8:30 by the chairman of 
the Fire, Water and Light committee, 
who explained that owiny to the ill- 
ness of the Mayor he had been request- 
ed to act in his stead =: 

Mr. Hugh McDougall was moved to 
the chair and C. A. Gass appointed 


eecretary. 

Coun. Herrler then addressed the 
meeting in his capacity as chairman of 
the Fire committee. He thought it 
would be a good plan to have the pre- 
sent equipment augmented by a four 
barrel sater tank with a force pump 
attached. 

At this stage of the meeting Coun. 
Healey put in an appearanes. Ho 
nid he hardly understood Mr. Herrler’s 
plan, and wanted to know if the tank 
would be put ou a hand sleigh in 
winter time. : 

Mr. Beoj. Fletcher gave his views on 
the formation of a fire brigade, and 
was surprised that Coun. Herrler came 
before the meeting without any detinite 
proposition to make. _ 

Coun. Healey asked the chairman 
if he could inform him why the old 
brigade had disbanded. The chairman 
called upon Me. R._ E. Doran, who ex- 
plained matters. Mr. Healey said he 
understood the old brigade warte’ the 
Council to supply them with spring 
mattresses, feather beds, plush carpets, 
&@ piano, etc, but was glad that Mr. 
Doran had explained the disbandment 
in another way. 

On motion by Jno, Bellamy, second- 
ed by A. Wilson, the following reso- 
lution was passed :—“ Resolved, that 
in the opinion of this meeting it is ad- 
visable and necessary that the town of 
Moose Jaw should have a duly organiz- 
ed fire brigade, and that the town 
couneil be reqpested to have one 
organized at once, and that a copy of 
this resolution be forwarded to the 
Mayor through the clerk.

He was carrie} upstairs on to the 
seaffold by a: Constable and placed 
sitting in a cheir, as he was unable to 
stand. After ashort service by the 
priest, the exegutioner placed the rope

Tharcoal never moved, his 
neck being dislocated, but his pelse 
beat for eleven minutes. He was tak- 
en down ut t@enty oiinutes past eight 
and placed in » coffin.

It would have been worth whole years 
of common life to look, though but for 
a brief space, upon these the fathers 
and founders of a new world. The place 
in which they met, although so dark 
and wild, was from thenceforth to be 
holy ground to all the nations of Eur- 
ope. The soil rose gently in every di- 
rection from the centre, the inner- 
most circle being occupied by the chiefs,

Hermann rose at the appeal and 
amidst the breathless attention of the 
multitude he thus replied: “Sons of 
the War-men, who fought against the 
Romans—children of those who live for- 
ever in our songs—would you die like 
them to be so celebrated? or would you 
rather descend to the grave unsung, 
and leave no name for your children to 
remember?

tory. An open warfare? Yes; but then 
let it be an equal warfare aiso, where 
weapon is matched with weapon, as well 
es man with man. But when the Ro- 
mans advanced against them, clothed in 
steel, and bristling with warlike en- 
ines, it was for uaked Germans to avail 
Fickakatens of wiles where native val- 
our must be unavailing, and encounter 
superior arms and discipline with su- 
perior craft and wisdom. And had 
not the opportunity arrived? The en- 
emy were crclosed by thick forests, 
where their serried ranks would be 
broken asunder and entangled among 
treacherous marshes, in which their 
heavy armour would be a burden, not 
a defence; while the light-footed Ger- 
mans would be able to advance like 
the winds upon crowded and helpless 
masses, while not a stone could 
fall, or a blow be dealt in vain. Would 
they then delay? Would they hesitate 
to strike where victory was so certain? 
Let them—and the very women would 
snatch up the arms of their recreant 
husbands and lovers, and accomplish a 
victory which even women could 
achieve. He then unfolded a panoramic 
view to the excited imaginations of his 
auditors of the glorious results by which 
the ruin of their enemies would be 
crewned. Rome, dismayed by the loss 
of such an army, would pause before 
ashe hazarded a similar defeat; and fu- 
ture invaders would tremble to ap- 
proach their forests, lest they also 
ehould perish as Varus had perished. 
And what tribe, throughout the wild 
regions of the north, would yield to 
despair, or geuccumb to jan enemy, 
after the memory of such a success? 
Let them rise, then and deliver their 
beloved country —not | for a day, or a 
year, but for ages to come, and be cel- 
ebrated as the glory and example of 
their latest posterity!

A GLOBE-TROTTING DOG. 


Bennie IE. Mas Placed 40,000 Miles te His 
Credit in the Last Three Years. 

Donnie II. is the latest addition to the 
rank and file of globe-trotters. In the 
language of the turf-writer, he is “‘ ris- 
ing five,” and in this short space has 
not only cut his wisdom teeth, but has 
also left a long winding trail of 40,000 
miles behind him. The details of his 
périgrinations, which are given in the 
London Stock Keeper, entitles him to 
the claims of champion canine globe- 
trotter of the two hemispheres. They 
are as follows: 

“Donnie II., the property of Capt. A. 
H. MacMahon, is winner of first in no- 
vice, and third in limit and open classes 
at Northampton show.

It does not cften 
fall to the lot of any dog to have made 
three journeys to and from India, to 
have traversed the length and breadth 
of that great continent, and visited Af- 
ghanistan, Beloochistan, and Persia, and 
as he has accompanied his master on his 
wanderings in countries where roads 
do not exist and wheeled conveyances 
are unknown, he has been obliged to 
acquire the act of 
RIDING ON HORSEBACK, 


which is a feat that will endear him to 
every sporting Briton, man or woman. 


ll] He is equally at home in the saddle, 


whether his steed, walks, trots, canters 
or gallops. With his hind quarters 
against bis master’s thigh, and leaning 
from time to time against his master's 
waistcoat, be is quite independent of 
steadying band, and has a firm seat 
even over jumps, and 8,000 miles on 
borseback is a fact that epeaks for it- 
eelf as to his balance. 

‘‘Donnie II. went out to his master 
in India in May, 1893, and an old and 
trusty servant was sent to him at Kar- 
achi, with strict orders to keep him out 
of the sun and protect him as much 
as possible from the heat, which was 
very severe in Sindh, through which 
he would have to pass by rail. This 
conscientious servant, in his zeal,bought 
eighty pounds of ice in Karachi, and

By the time the dog ar- 
rived in Beloochistan this drastic treat- 
ment had nearly killed him; however, 
he soon got all right and began his 
travels again, this time on horseback, to 
which he took almost instinctively, and

WARM HOUSES. 


A warm house for laying stock is an 
absolute necessity. We do not mean 
one artificially heated, although some 
breeders of the large comb varieties are 
obliged to use artificial heat to pre- 
tect the combs from freezing. 

There are a great variety of houses 
used by the best breeders and hardly 
any two are alike. Yet they are all 
constructed with the same idea, to with- 
stand cold winter weather. It is a 
somewhat difficult matter to construct 
a wooden building so that it can be kept 
frost proof. Frame dwellings, be it re- 
membered, are kept warm by artificial 
heat and would not be habitable without 
it. A hen house should be constructed 
that water will not freeze in it dur- 
ing the coldest weather. If such a tem- 
perature can be maintained, there is 
no doubt that plenty of eggs all winter 
will be the result. A warm house is 
more important than feed, in fact, all 
the feed in the world will not induce 
hens to lay if the house is cold. 

The first thing to consider is location. 
Select a site which is well protected, 
especially on the nerth and west sides. 
If fortunate enough to find a side hill, 
then the conditions are most favorable; 
otherwise barns or buildings can be uti- 
lized for protection. A grove of trees 
will often answer as a strong wind- 
break. As the sun rises later in winter 
and further towards the south, houses 
should face generally. south, with a 
slight inclination to southeast. 

Next they should be built low, as 
low as possible. Some of the best are 
sunk two or three feet in the ground, 
thus exposing as little surface above 
ground as possible. A high-built house 
is always cold and drafty. 

In | construction, the dead-air 
space is recognized as the most import- 
ant consideration: This can be obtain- 
ed by useing 2 by 4 scantling on all 
four see ~ = oo nail sheath- 
i r then builders’ r (the 
double quality is beat) pl rec aa 
then novelty siding or clapboards, For 
the interior of the house lath and plas- 
ter is the cheapest and best finish. This 
gives a dead-air space of four imoabes, 
which will be found quite sufficient. 

The roof is more important than the 
sides. Many houses, weil built other- 
wise, have proved themseives useless be- 
cause of badly constructed roofs. All 
roofs should be lathed and plastered, 
or ceiled over inside, thus maintaining 
the principle of dead air space. Shin- 
gles we consider cold and leaky; be- 
sides, the pitch -necessary to insure 
against leaks compels one to build too 
high, and thus create an overhead draft, 
which is most injurious to the stock. 
Patent paper or r compositions are 
the best materiais for roofs at the pre- 
sent time, but it must be remembered 


that the finishing’ inside is all import- 
ant. Whether an earth or board floor

heat. Fowls require light and cheer- 
ful quarters. They keep in_ better 
health thus, and are much happier, 
which means plenty of eggs. 

A house thus constructed will be 
warm and comfortable; it cannot be 
made any warmer unless heated. We 
bave said nothing about ventilators be- 
cause we do not believe in them. Win- 
dows oren on clear, sunny days are the 
best ventilators and about the only kind 
that will not injure the stock confined. 
We have never seen any design whic 
we consider safe for ventilating a hen 
house, they all having the fault of circu- 
lating drafta. 


EASY WAY TO STORE ICE. 


A great many farmers would like to 
have ice to use'in the summer if it 
were not so much of a job to put it 
up. When ice is ready to harvest the 
days are short and cold and the roads 
generally bad; besides, the work is dis- 
agreeable ag well as hard and danger- 
ous. Now if you have plenty of good 
well water handy, pump a tankful of 
it and when: it begins to freeze take 
a pailful of it and wet the sides and 
bottom of your ice house. If the day 
is cold and the water at the freezing 
point, a coating of ice will be formed 
and by r i the process your ice- 
house will soon become a water-tight 
tank into which you can pour a barrel 
or two of water at night when quitting 
-work and find it solid ice in the morn- 
ing. 

The way to build on fast is to put 
on only as much water as wiil freeze 
soon—a pailful or two at a time. 

If you have never tried this plan you 


will be surprised to see how much ice 
one man can store in a day. It will 
be much more than he could cut and 
haul under the most favorable condi- 
tions. Besides he will have the satisfac- 
tion of knowing that the ice is as par 
as the water he is using; while if he 

his ice out of some pond or river 
it would be full of impurities. 

If you have no ice house take a hay 
knife and cut out a room on the north 
side of a straw stack, mix water and 
snow, forming a slush; with which plas- 
ter the sides and bottom of this room, 
then wet sides and bottom with ice wa- 
ter and fill as above. If this is well 
covered with old hay or chaff it will 
keep nearly all summer. 


OIL FIELDS OF BOTHWELL. 


RENEWED ACTIVITY ON AN ABAN- 
DONED 1ERRITORY. 


Drilling Wells Over an Extensive Area— 
Much Success Met With—Reasonable 
Assuramce of a Permanent Supply— 
Men Who Understand the Business In- 
vesting Their Capital. 

Very few old residents of Ontario, 
whose recollection covers 30 years of 
the progress of the Province, but will 
remember with some distinctness the 
excitement which prevailed | both in 
our own country and in the bordering 
States of the republic over the discov- 
ery in 1865 of petroleum oil wells at 
the Village of Bothwell, in the County 
of Kent. At that time crude oil was 
worth in the open market from $8 to 
$10 a barrel, and a well which pro- 
duced largely and gave promise of 
permanency, was. therefore, looked up- 
on as a veritable gold mine. Accord- 
ingly, as soon as report had heralded 
abroad, of course with the usual am- 
plifications, the hidden riches of the 
district there was a rush thither sim- 
ilar in character to many which have 
been witnessed both before and since 
on this essentially enterprising conti- 
nent. Together with sound practical 
business-men came, and naturally 
much greater numbers, unscrupulous 
speculators, and all those even more 
undesirable elements which go to make 
up a mushroem community, held to- 
gether by the all-mastering desire for 
Gain. It will be remembered that a 
number of wells yielding large quan- 
tities of oil were drilled, as well as 
many more which yielded nothing. 
The fact was established, however, 
that oil existed in great quantities, 
and every new well which proved suc- 
cessful intensified the excitement and 
stimulated the operators to increased 
exertions. This condition of things 
grew during the spring and summer 
of 1866, and had reached its height in 
the fall of that year, when suddenly, 
and almost without warning, every- 
thing collapsed, and the population of 
the town, which had reached 9,000 
persons, meited in a few weeks to half 
of that number. Everything was aban- 
doned, properties, good, ba dand indif- 
ferent, and machinery, to the value of 
thousands of dollars. The occasion of 
this unexpected and rapid dispersion 
was partly the celebrated Fenian raid, 
which greatly alarmed the whole com- 
munity ; but the rea! cause which kill- 
ed all further enterprise in this field 
was the sudden and disastrous drop in 
the price of crude oil, which, in conse- 
quence of immense “finds” in the Pe- 
trolia region, fell from about $9 to 
between 25 and 50 cents a barrel. Since 
that time there has, until the present, 
been little or no inducement to oper- 
ators to turn their attention to the 
Bothwell field, the produce of the wells 
at Oil Springs and ‘Petrolia abundant- 
ly supplyimg tne demand for the Cana- 
dian article. 

RECENT OPERATIONS. 

Within the past few months, how- 
ever, active operations in this aban- 
doned territory have been resumed, 
and resumed in a manner which bids 
fair to make it the centre of a last- 


ing raponiry the beneficial effects of 
which will felt throughout the Pro- 
vince. The first and most absolute es- 
sential to the success of the field is, of 
course, the sufficiency and permanency 
of the\supply. and this seems to have 
been a! y placed beyond freasona- 
bie doubt. Then the character of the 
men who own and operate the wells 
and the methods adopted by them in 
the prosecution of the business are mat- 
ters which furnish much ground for 
congratulation.

GREAT ACTIVITY. 


It was in last March that the first 
serious intention was disp!ayed of oper- 
ating in the Bothwell field since the 
abandonment of the wells in 1866, but 
not until June was active work 
except on a very limited acale. r- 
ing the last six months, however, 50 
wells have been sunk and at present 
about 40 drilling outfits are kept con- 
tinuously at work night and day bor- 
ing new holes. The limits of the area 
which contains oil-bearing rock are yet 
a@ matter of doubt, which can only be 
decided by practical tests, but there is 
already every reasonable assurance 
that there is at least an area of from 
four and a half to five miles in length 
by about half a mile in breadth. The 
direction of this territory, as already 
established, is, from northwest to south- 
east, and within it is contained all the 
wells which in the early days gave the 
excellent results which were then ob- 
tained. In those days the producing 
wells were most of them southeast of 
the present site of the town about a 
mile and a half, but the chief produc- 
ers at the present time are in the north- 
west part of this area and on the high- 
est elevation within it. Wells are now 
being drilled about a mile west of the 
limit of the present known territory, 
and within two weeks it will be de- 
termined whether the oil-bearing rock 
can be found there in 
if it should be, a still further exten- 
sion of the limit will be sought. The 
question of permanency of the supply 
within the territory, which is now re- 
garded as assured, is one which is hard- 
ly susceptible of positive and absolute 
solution. There are, however, suffi- 
cient indications for men who have 
made this industry the study of their 
lives to feel quite satisfied that this 
po of the territory opened up will 

lasting. The oil-bearing rock has a 
thickness of from fifteen to twenty 
feet, and when it is remembered that 
the Petrolia territory, with a rock of 
about the same thickness, has been 
yielding for 30 years without any per- 
ceptible diminution in its total yearly 
production, and that the same is true 
of the field at Oil Springs for over 
12 years there is reasonable certainty 
that the Bothwell territory will 
quite as long-lived. - 

DRILLING WELLS. 


But the rations “have not | been 
confined to the area indicated. Beyond 
it on all sides drilli is in progress, 
and quite a number of wells have been 
completed. The utmost activity has 
been displayed during the past six or 
seven months in acquiring leases of 
land for miles surrounding Bothwell, 
and in many instances farms have been 
bought outright where there was a 
reasonable prospect that the property 
was desirable. The Township of Zone, 
in which the Town of Bothwell is 
situated, has been the centre of the 
greatest amount of activity both in 
the acquisition of land and in the 
drilling of wells, but no little share of 
attention has been devoted to the Town- 
ship of Orford, which lies south of the 
river, and lately a number of enter- 

rising men have un operations in 

Suphemia, to the northeast of the town. 
Should good results be obtained in Eu- 
phemia the oil territory will be 7 ager 
extended, and an opening made for the 
engagement of enterprising capital. 
The residents throught Kent and 
Lambton are all deeply interested np 
Lambton are all deeply interested in 
the results of the operations, and ip 
a number of places local companies 
have been organized to make tests with- 
in their own localities. In the Both- 
well district the aver cost of drill- 
ing a well is $600, which is somewhat 
in excess of that required at Oil Springs 
and Petrolia. This is owing to t 
varying stratas of gravel and quick- 
sand which are met with in sinking 
the wells through the 470 feet between 
the surface level and the oil rock. 
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TERRIBLE ENGINE OF WAR 


DASHES ABOUT A BATTLEFIELD 
IMPELLED BY ELECTRICITY. 

An Aute-Car With Twe Rapid Fire Guns, 
Which ts the Latest eo: the Military 
Machines—Remarkabic Invention From 
England That is Likely te Startie the 
Werld. 

Here is an invention just made pub- 
lic which the foremost military au- 
thorities of the world say is likely to 
change the entire war problem. It is 
called the autocar, and is an invention 
which transports a battery of two rap- 
id fire guns, two soldiers and 10,000 
rounds of ammunition over ground at 
a speed not exceeding 45 miles an hour. 

This remarkable invention is prac- 
tically the latest war machine which the 
brain of man has conceived. It is de 
signed by E. J. Pennington, of Coven- 
try, England, and a practical trial has 
proved it a distinct success. The ve- 
hicle rests upon four wheels of solid 
rubber tires four inches in diameter. 
It is heavily armored and warranted to 
withstand any sort of fire except that 
of artillery. 

The motive power of the autocar 1s 
@ sixteen-horse power electric motor, 
which is very compact and located in 
the safest part of the car. The car is 
shaped at the front something after the 
fashion of a huge turtle. The rapid 
fire guns, which are discharged by ma- 
chinery, are mounted front and rear, 
although they can be swung from side 
to side if necessary.

As stated, the guns of the car are 
both of the rapid-fire variety, and are 
capable of causing tremendous execu- 
tion, as they are regulated to fire the 
ammunition at the rate of 3 to 700 
rounds per minute. The possibilities of 
the autocar are almost limitless. In the 
first place, the rapidity of locomotion 
is such that it could almost enfilade 
an entire regiment of itself before a 
single battery could be brought into ac- 
tion against it. The ordinary infan- 
try fire would be like so much bird shot, 
so far as crippling the machine or its 
crew are concerned. It would be as im- 
pregnable to anything as the most mod- 
ern fort. 

Again, a half dozen of these machines 
sent through the streets of a city, af- 
ter the besieging troops had gained en- 
trance, would do more damage than as 
many regiments of the finest infantry 
or cavalry that ever wore uniform. It 
is more like the constant discharge 
from heavy batteries going at a keen 
gallop than anything else, and there 1s 
no veteran of any war who does not 
realize how often the wish has been 
expressed that the artillery could go 
into action without having to stop 
every time to limber up.

For many years 
there have been all sorts of theories 
as to the transportation of engines of 
war on the fields of battle t ex- 
Perience has shown that, in every bat- 
tle, at least 331-3 per cent of the ar- 
tillery has become practically useless 
soon after going into action. : 

Another thing is the need of rapid 
movement of batteries from one point 
to another. Rarely does it happen that 
@ battle is fought where the face of 
the country is not absolutely moun- 
tainous, that quick transportation of ar- 
tillery does not, or would not, often 
Save the day which seems irretrievably 
lost. With the automotives the prob- 
lem of rapid transportation would be 
solved. No longer would it be neces- 
sary for the impatient commanders to 
await the approach of ‘artillery drawn 
y plunging horses. Instead, the au- 
tocar would flash from point to point 
at the speed of an express train. So 
strongly is it built that it could move 
over almost any kind of ground. The 
engine is of sufficient power to drive 
it through places where the ordinary 
carriage would stick hard and fast. 
Its tires of heavy rubber would give 
ita buoyancy that nothing in the way 
of present wheels for artillery would 
approach. In fact the ordinary evils and 
dangers which beset the modern artil- 
lery would be as 


NOTHING TO THE AUTOCAR. 


Not only is the principle of transpor- 
tatior which the autocar represents ap- 
plicable to the moving about of artil- 
lery, but if it is‘held there is no reas- 
on why it should not eventually be ap- 
plied with equal success to the trans- 


portation of troops. What, it is ask- 
ed, is to hinder the construction of a 
number of autocars of sufficient size to 
accommodate from 25 to 40 men? It is 
held’ that the result would practically 
be the movement of troops from one 
point to another at all times at rail- 
road speed. The necessity for the con- 
stant watching of railroad tracks, the 
endless delays of tearing up the rails 
and burning up the bridges would be 
altogether avoided. The army would 
have its railroad with it at all times, 
while the rails would never have to 
be considered. 
The autocar utilized as a means of 
transportation for other artillery could 
also be made exceedingly valuable in 
moving supplies. It would have to be 
sharp action, indeed, that would seize 
a supply train of this sort, for it would 
be just as easy to arm every supply 
car as to let it go in defenceless con- 
dition Every supply train would then 
be protected by rapid-fire batteries, and 
an attempt to take a train would be al- 
most as disastrous asa general engage- 
ment, for it would require a very con- 
siderable number of troops to success- 
fully accomplish such an undertaking. 
Yhatever may be the future of the 
autocar, however, there is no gainsay- 
ing what the invention that is in ex- 
istence to-day can accomplish. So for- 
midable an engine of war it is that the 
ae eye of the world is turned up- 
on it.

THE CRETAN DIFFICULTY. 


At present the little island of Crete, 
about 200 miles in length and 30 in 
width, is attracting world wide atten- 
tion, as it forms the centre of the con- 
stantly recurring and invetarably men- 
acing eastern question. 

The presence of so many warships of 
the European powers in the waters 
about Canea, makes one think of the 
proverb, ‘‘ Wheresoever the carcas is 
there will the eagles gather together.” 

The carcas in this case being the 
rottening and crumbling Turkish em- 
pire. Crete, renowned in ancient 
Grecian mythology, has been from time 
to time, a battle groand of great nat: 
ions for more than two thousand years. 

The Venitians owned 1t for a period 
of 440 years dating from 1204. In 
1645 the Turks beseiged it, and, after 
a twenty four years struggle, it fell 
intostheir hands, and has remained a 
province of the Turkish empire ever 
since. The population is in round 
numbers about 200,000, of which fully 
two-thirds are Greeks. Time and 
again the island has risen im revolt 
against the Turkish rule, and sought 
union with Greece ; the inost notable 
revolutions, perhaps, being those of 
1825 and 1866. Two years after the 
last mentioned struggle, a reformed 
system of government was drawn up 
and in 1878 at the Berlin congress, the 
porte faithfully engaged to carry it out. 
But the world has become familiar 
without the carrying out of Turkish 
promises, and, whatever semblarce of 
outward conformity to that pledge may 
have been cited, it is quite evident that 
Turkish snis-rule is as rampant 1 =the 
island as ever. 

As to the present revolution and the 
subsequent actions of Greece in send- 
ing her warships and forcibly taking 
possession of the island, one of the most 
noticeable things is the attitude of the 
great European powers in their efforts 

to maintain the “ concert ” as contrast- 
ed with that of the great mass of the 
people under these respective govern- 
ments. In England, France, Italy, 
and to some extent Germany, the 
people are crying out against handing 
back Crete to the Turks under ary 
shape or form of autonomy, and are 
fully in sympathy with Greece in her 
desire to annex the island. Meanwhile 
their governments have sent their ulti- 
matuin to Greece backed up by a large 
fleet of warships, to which that plucky 
little nation has sent back an emphat- 
ic “no.” But the position taken by 
the great powers 1s not difficult of ex 
planation. The dismemberment of 
the Turkish empire, which has been 
steadily going on for a long period is 
steadily approaching ite final stages. 

The great dogs are standing arcund 
the savory platter. None dare venture 
in for fear of the others, and ot the 
general welle that would ensue. 
Meantime the litt’e dog rushes in and 
so hazards the whole situation. 

As things are, as the Greeks and 
Cretans both. wish to be poiitically 
united, if Greese maintains her firm 
stand, it is probable that these mutual 
jealousies and distrusts among the 
powers will enable her to retain poss- 
ession of the island. 

A very brief space of time will most 
likely show a change of attitude and 
we muat wait and see in what direction 
the wind is going to blow.

In Rossland 
also the Americans will be effected, as 
is evidenced by the fact that a few 
weeks since a petition was sent from 
that place, signed by about eight hund- 
red who claimed to be American citi- 
zene, protesting ngainst the passing of 
the bill.

Well, 
I could not say I had, but there were 
plenty of persons who had done so, and 
could well deal with this question. 1 
remember once, whea somebody chal- 
lenged the suggestion about doing 
aithout drink, a vigorous blacksmith, 
with arms as strong as other people's 
legs, got up and declared that he had 
not touched alcohol for twenty years, 
and could challenge any man to work 
against him. We want the govern 
ment, sooner or later to diminish the 
enormous temptations by which people 
are beset in this matter, but at the 
same time Wwe must never forget that 
our primary work is to get at the peo

life ef French women, of the wage- 
earning elaral selected asmy hostess a 
bright, vivacious young matron and 
persuaded her not to vary her ordinary 
routine, but to make me one of the fam- 
ily fer a day or two, writes a corres- 
pondent from Paris. < 

I had easily accepted the comfortable 
middle-class habit of breakfasting at 9 
or 10 in the morning. It was not a 
foyful expérience, therefore,to be roused 
at 6 h.m., nor was it pleasant to dress 
ina room the cold stone floor and 
damp walls of which suggested some 
However, I had 
earnestly sought this very privilege, so 
I wrapped myself in discreet silence, and 
® thick steamer rug, and strove to ap- 
pear cheerful. 

In the kitchen I found madame pre- 
paring coffee over a tiny alcohol stove. 
Monsieur, a cooper by trade, was array- 
ed in his working blouse and just go- 
ing out to the bakery. Extreme simp- 
licity characterized alike the table ser- 
vice and the breakfast: Three earth- 
enware bowls and a loaf of coarse bread 
were set on the bare table. I can still 
taste that bow! of black coffee. I had 
readily adopted the custom of drinking 
a tiny glass of “cafe noir” after dinner, 
but it tastes very differently in the 
morning. I thought it worse than the 
cheapest brands and there was neither 
milk nor sugar available to modify the 
flavor. However, I managed to take my 
bow! with due politeness, and furtively 
looked around for some butter to make 
the bread more palatable. But there 
wasn’t any. The loaf was broken in 
three portions, and we breakfasted by 
dipping the bread in the coffee. 

Madame disposed of the kitchen work 
by simply rinsing the bowls and coffee- 
pot in cold water. She said we would 
“‘make the chambers at the noon inter- 
mission. AS we were clearing the table 
I said to madame: “Don’t you like cof- 
fee with milk and sugar ?”’ 

“Oh, yes, yes; it is very good,” she 
said quickly, ‘but we do not afford it. 
Sugar costs 12c. a ‘pound and milk 4c. 
a pint. Coffee alone is very dear. We 
pay: 60c, a pound.” 

I simply gasped when she mentioned 
the price. 

Madame had no coquetry about her 
personal appearance on working days. 
The severely plain dress of common, 
dark cotton was made with a loose jack- 
et and skirt. The small tight sleeves 
were explained thus, by madame: “ 
have balloon sleeves in the latest mode 
for my best dress; but they take too 
much cloth for a working costume.’ 

She made so much noise clattering 
over the stone floor that I was curious 
about her shoes, Truth compels me to 
ey that they were not entireiy of wood. 

“ther tops and wood soles made a 
durable, though not an elegant foot 
covering. Shoes of this sort cost $1.40 
a pair. My friend wasted no money 
on head-gear for everyday wear. A 
sort of woolen hood was put on the 
head and the ends fastened about the 
waist. Yet, madame, being young,pret- 
ty, and tolerably neat, looked rather, 
attractive in this coarse attire. 

Everybody takes two hours at mid- 
day for “dejeuner,” and the family re- 
turned at lla.m. While ‘‘making’’ the 
chambers, | looked over the furniture 
and the rooms. People here like to live 
near their work, and it is the custom 
to huddle the tall stone houses into a 
labyrinth of narrow dark streets. The 
mild climate tempts people to econo- 
mize fuel, though I think it is at the 
expense of health and comfort. The 
thick stone walls keep the houses cold 
and damp, even when the atmosphere 
is quite warm. The people live out of 
doors and in the cafes as much as pos- 
sible, regarding home as a place in 
which to eat and sleep. ’ ; 

My friends’ flat consisted three tiny 
rooms on the fourth floor. There was 
neither city water nor sewerage. The 
narrow street and tall houses effectu- 
ally shut out the sunshine, but madame 
did not. seem to care about that. “The 
gun shines every day in the factory,’ 
she said. The room assigned to me con- 
tained only the most necessary furni- 
ture. The wardrobe and dressing case 
in madame’s room were rather clumsy 
and looked a century old; but the design 
was quaint and the wood had acquired a 
beautiful color. She had purchased 
these articles from’ a second-hand deal- 
er at a marvelous bargain, and assured 
me that “few working people had any- 
thing, like that in their homes.” The bed- 
stead was adorned with an elaborate 
canopy of chintz curtains. 

The kitchen had a shelf for dishes, a 
table and three chairs. The only ap- 
proach to a stove was a tiny stone re- 
ceptacle for charcoal, built out from 
the chimney. It was not used by this 
family, however, they bought cooked 
food at shops in the vicinity. | The 
simplicity in house furnishing elimin- 
ated much of the work usually incid- 
ental to housekeeping.

ave eaten the bread, cheese and meat 
myself; likewise the dandelion salad 
which followed; but it was supposed to 
make a meal ior three. Madame gen- 
erously offered to ‘“‘encore’”’ my portion 
of meat, and therefore deprive herself, 
but I heroically refused. I wanted to 
live for one day as they did always. The 
French are accustomed to scant food an 
smail variety. ‘This family’s bill of fare 
varies very little from week to week, 
It is a good illustration of the standard 
of living among the best paid workers, 
a are many forced to exist on much 
ess. 

I estimated the day’s living expense 
for three, thus: Breakfast, 6c; dejeuner, 
28c; dinner, 26c; making 20c for each, 
or 40c for the usual family. To monsi- 
eur’s and madame’s daily expenses were 
added absinthe tc, alcohol, tor fuel, 5c, 
and 15c for wine and cigarettes in the 
evening at the cafe; giving a daily total 
of 66c for living expenses. 

Madame was a very acute little per- 
son, and managed to see my calculation.

THE 


ECONOMY OF TIME. 


It really seems that the word econ- 
omy would be worn to sbreds, for no 
subject is more frequently discussed, 
yet nothing is of more interest to the 
earnest housekeeper. Economy may 
be practiced in every branch of home- 
keeping, it seems, yet but few of the 
weary mothers doing all their own 
work think of applying it to time. They 
have come into the habit of forever 
working—washing, scrubbing, cooking 
—so that before they know it they are 
old and gray and wrinkled long before 
their time. Necessary and unnecessary 
work alike demands their attention,and 
sometimes they keep at it long into the 
night—slaves to work. There is such 
a thing as economy of time, and it may 
to some degree be accomplished by sys— 
tematic planning. Of course, life would 

become a miserable treadmill if every- 
thing had to go just as clockwork, with 
every minute exacting relentlessly the 
duty appointed. Il] health, too would 
sometimes not permit of certain work 
on appointed days, yet some manage- 
ment of time is necessary if one would 
accomplish much in these days. It is 
not always the big things which take 
the most time, but little trivial matters 
which could by some thought be so ad- 


dj justed as to spare many weary. steps 


and minutes. No housekeeper knows 
how much easier her work seems and 
how much time is really saved for 
profitable pleasure unless some general 
plan is adopted and followed. 
Whatever will save a few steps,what- 
ever will spare an aching back, what- 
ever will lighten thé labor of house- 
work, cannot be dispensed with if pos- 
sible. Think how many steps could be 
saved in a day if things were only ar- 
ranged conveniently, especially in the 


kitchen. It is no easy task to move the | o¢ 


heavy furniture in some kitchens. Neat, 
light utensil# and furniture are no more 
expensive than the heavy ones and are 
just as strong. When cooking & meal, 
a woman will walk back and forth from 


pantry to stove a half dozen times to 
get salt or spices for what she 18 pre- 
ring. How much better would it not 
bs to have her spice box on a smal! 
shelf near the stove or hung on a nail 
within easy reach. Everyone admires 
an immaculate floor, yet none but tb 
one who scrubbed it realizes what it 
cost—the weariness, the hard work and 
the aching knees. A couple of gallons 
of dark paint, or some stain, or enough 
oe cloth to ier nae naan wont in 
the long run ar cheapest. - 

Has anyone ever given a thought to 
how much could be accomplished in an 
hour before breakfast# While the 
breakfast is‘cooking one will be able 
to prepare the vegetables for dinner 
and set the parlor and sitting room In 
order; that is if they do not require 
extra sweeping. Of course, the’ meals 
for the day had been planned the day 
before and as mucb as could pre- 
pared for breakfast had been done the 
previous evening. The children should 
have been taught to open their bed- 
room windows and throw back the bed 
clothes before leaving their rooms in 
order that during breakfast the beds 
may air, and may be made up directly 
after the dishes are washed. Then one 
has the entire morning to devote un- 
disturbed to sewing or other work and 
may look forward to an hour’s nap af- 
ter lunch. It is true that where there 
are small children to dress this plan 
may not work so smoothiy; but chil- 
dren should be taught to help, and the 
older ones would soon learn to dress 
the small brothers and sisters if the 
mother would take the time to explain 
to them. 

In housework one must arrange to 
do certain duties on 
and do it then if possible. The heavy 
work, like washing and ironing,if done 
‘the first of the week, does not create 
more time, but it seems that much 
more can be accomplished in the re- 
mainder of the week when uninterrupt- 
ed. Another saving of time, if one does 
not keep a_ hot fire constantly, is to 
prepare in the morning, while there is 
a hot fire, whatever of fruits, desserts 
or vegetables which are to be served 
cold or which may be cooked then as 
well as_ later, instead of building an 
extra fire or commencing preparations 
an hour earlier than necessary at meal- 
time. It takes some little planning and 
thinking on the part of the housekeep- 
er, but how much pleasanter it is to 
know that one will have so much time 
to devote to whatever one pleases. 

It is the systematic housekeeper who 
has time to read, to play with her chil- 
dren and to do pretty fancy-work, not 
the one who sleeps till the last minute 
in the morning, gets breakfast in a 
rush and then sits down to read a fas- 
cinating novel before the dishes are 
washed. Such a woman is _ always 
grumbling about the amount of work 
she has to do and making it unpleasant 
both: for her husband and children. 

There is yet another kind of house- 
keeper who would have more time if 
she was not eternally “picking up and 
setting to rights.” What matter it if 
Marion left the sofa pillows a_ little 
out of place. or if the table is strewn 
with the latest magazines where John 
‘eft them? What matters it if the 
big easy chair is pulled up to the blaz- 
ing fireptace, where it looks so invit- 
ing. Surely primness is not artistic,and 
there is a vast difference between dis- 
order and such arrangement which is 
most comfortable. A pleasant home is 
made by the people in it and that with 
which they surround themselves. Pretty 
: books make the home 
attractive, even if they do make a Iit- 
tle more work. But, best of all, is the 
smiling faces of its inmates, and espe- 
cially of the mother, and surely she 
who best arranges ber work and time 
will be able to make ‘“‘no place on earth 
like home” to ber family. 3

“y rubbing nickel and silver orna- 
ments with a woolen cloth, saturated 
with spirits of ammonia, they may be 
kept very bright with but little trouble. 

Door plates should be cleaned by rub- 
bing with a cloth dipped in ammonia 
axcd water. 

To brighten carpets wipe them after 
sweeping with warm water, into which 
has been poured a\few drops of am- 
monia. 

Old brass may be made to look like 

new by pouring strong ammonia over 
it, then scrubbing with a brush; rinse 
in clean water, and be careful not to 
touch your hands with the ammonia. 
_ Yellow oil stains left by the sewing 
machine may be removed by rubbing 
the spot with a cloth wet with ammonia 
before washing with soap. 

Spirits of ammonia will often remove 
severe headache, but should be carefully 
used, as the constant use of salts, am- 
monia and other strong scents injures 
amd inflames the nose. 

To clean windows put one or two 
tablespoonfuls of ammonia into a buck- 
et of water. After washing thoroughly 
polish with an old ies ta er, and your 
windows will be beautifully bright. 


One teaspoonful of ammonia in a cup- 


ful of water will clean gold or silver 
jewelry. A few drops on the under side 

a diamond will clean it immediately, 
making it very brilliant.

FLOWER-FARMING DOES NOT SAT- 
ISFY THE PERFUMER. 
Gome of the Tricks ef the Trade—Pure 

Heg’s Lard One of the Ingredients Used 
—Pure Attar of Reses Werth its Weight 
im Gold—Many Odors of Flewers Can 

be Counterfeited. 

Every year essences and odors for the 
toilet increase in variety, changing 
with every turn of fortune’s wheel. 
Though flower-farming is one of the 
most important industries of Southern 
Europe, employing as it does, thou- 
sands of women and youths, it is quite 


insufficient for the needs of the per-| 


fumer. 

To take only ome odor which will 
never go out of fashion. Millions of 
violets, ‘‘sweeter than the lids of Juno's 
eyes,” nestle at Grasse and Nice under 
the gray shadow of the orange groves, 
yet the 200,000 pounds of this flower 
sacrificed every year to the flower 
press are not sufficient for the toilet. 
The perfumer is glad to fall back on 
the intense violet odor of ‘‘Cassie, sweet 
to small,” for sickly as its scent is 
when used alone, it gives the indispen- 
sable note to many bouquets, and is 
longer available than the violet, the 
blossoms of Acacia Farnesiana being 
successive, while those of its better 
know floral ally are quickly over. 
There can not be a greater contrast 
than that existing between the lowly 
tufts of the Parma violet and the tree 
15 feet high, with its stem thick asa 
man’s wrist and its branches 6 feet 
long. Yet the blossoms have the same 
characteristic odor. Cassie, too, the 
flower farmer's latest crop, forms a 
fitting introduction to the violet har- 
vest, occurring, as the former does, in 
‘ovember and December, while the 
purple shadow of the latter is not seen 
under the olives till the beginning of 
February. Both odors are obtained by 
the characteristic enfleurage system; 
pure, inodorous lard being placed on 
sheets of glass and covered with flow- 
er petals. Forty or fifty of the trays 
are then piled on one another, till the 
lard is charged with their perfume, the 
flowers being changed‘ from thirty to 
forty times before the pommade is con- 
sidered sufficiently scented. 

Che fat thus obtained is packed in 
air-tight tins, and from it, through the 
medium of reciified spirit, the perfumer 
prepares his extracts. A more delicate 
process is now being resorted to; coarse 
cotton cloths, molletons de cotton, be- 
ing soaked in the finest almond oil, and 
laid on a frame of white gauze. Fresh 
flowers from time to time are thrown 
on these cloths till the oil is violet- 
scented. Another way of obtaining the 
odor is to pass an alcoholic shower 
through several layers of freshly gath- 
ered flowers, placed in a sort of sieve, 
beneath which is a receptacle—a process 
called the nyrogene. Three species of 
Iris, Iris germanica, Iris pallida and Iris 
florentina are grown on ‘Tuscan flower 
farms, and in Calabria, to furnish the 
violet-scenting orris of our sachets. The 
rhizome, or creeping underground stem, 
when freshly dug, has indeed an earthly 
scent, but after two years it acquires 
the characteristic indispensable violet 
odor, and is used, not only in the pre- 
paration of sachets, but also in_ the pre- 
paration of jockey club and other bou- 
quets. A violet-scented ally of Acacia 
Farnesiana—the myall wood of the de- 
serts of East Australia, which retains 
the characteristic odor so long as_ it 
remains unpolished—the pure white vio- 
let-scented anemone of South Australia. 
the violet-scented lily from Buenos 
Ayres (the Priteleia uniflora that is 
now making its way into our spring 
borders), two orchids (Dendrobium) he- 
terocarpum and Oncidium oriostrium), 
and the young green parts of the reed- 
like “scented palm” oi Brazil have also 
this much-covetd odor, and may possi- 
bly, as the demand increases, be im- 
pressed into the perfumer's service. 

The rose, the queen of flowers, that 
has been said to preserve ‘all the fra- 
grance of summer when summer 15 
gone,” yields its fragrant attar or “‘ot- 
to,” to the villagers of Turkey and the 
peasant proprietors of Grasse, Cannes, 
dice and Valois in no niggardly quan- 
tity. Yet the true otto dves not satis- 
fy the needs of the toilet. Pure attar of 
roses is of extreme rarity, and is worth 
its weight in gould, the rose attar of 
commerce being largely adulterated 
witb sandal or with otto of rose ger- 
anium, which is largely grown for the 
purpose in France and Turkey. The 
characteristic rose scent is shared by 
Paeonia aibiflora fragrans (an ally of 
the lovely rose-scented China paecnies 
of our gardens), the root of Rhodiola 
rosea (a species of Sedum growing on 
damp rocks on the high mountains of 
Scotland, lreland, and in the North of 
England, and on sea cliffs), and by the 
rasped wood of the Brazilian tulip tree. |

tuberose and jasmine. 

The gardenia is counterfeited by a 
skillfuf mixture of orange flower and 
tuberose extraits; the ciove pink by 
dissolving balsam of tolu in a small 
quantity of solution of potash. 

Lily of the valley scent, again, is a 
complex odor formed by a mixture of 
the extraits of toberose, jasmine, van- 
illa, cassie and rose, to which are added 
a few drops of the ‘indispensable oil 
of ‘almonds. : 

Honeysuckle perfume is composed cf 
rose, tuberose, vanilla and tolu extraits, 
together with a few drops of the ot'cos 
of neroli and bitter almonds; while 
@ similar odor, that of the sweet pra, 
is counterfeited bp combining the «x- 
traits of tuberose, orange flower, rose 
and vanilla. 

Passing to purely chemical substances; 
terpenol, a colorless, strongly refractive 
oil, obtained by the oxidation of tur- 


pentine has the characteristic odor of 
the hyacinth, and is its suistitute; 
while chloride of sylvestrine possesses 
che rather crude scent of bergamot. for- 


merely obtained by the ecuelle, or meal

We have seen that many of the 
characteristic odors of flowers can ‘¢ 
counterfeited.
